The expenses of the farm have been increased the present year 
by the cold, backward spring, rendering it necessary to purchase hay 
to keep out the stock. The extreme drought of the past season, re- 
duced the produce of the farm much below the average of the last 
five years. 

There is upon the farm, a thrifty orchard of some 400 apple 
trees, about 250 of which have been grafted the past two seasons.— 
A small annual outlay for a few years, will render this a permanent 
source of income to the town.
